Mary Lou Williams, jazz composer and pianist, began her career as a child 
prodigy in Pittsburgh. She was part of the blues and boogie-woogie move- 
ment in the late 20’s with Andy Kirk’s band. She wrote for Kirk, Jimmie 
Lunceford and Benny Goodman in the Swing Era. Ms. Williams was a guid- 
ing influence in the be-bop era when her apartment was a creative base for 
Thelonious Monk, Bud Powell and Dizzy Gillespie. She explored free jazz 
and, as a child, even had contact with ragtime. Mary Lou Williams was one 
of the few significant women instrumentalists in jazz and was noted for her 
ability to always keep her music contemporary. In the mid 1950's, however, 
she became disillusioned with jazz and literally walked away from music. 
When she returned to composing and performing several years later, it was 
with renewed passion and a connection to the Catholic church. 


“Music For Peace” was first performed at a service near the United Nations 
in memory of Tom Mboya, the Kenyan leader who was assassinated in July 
1969. The piece became popularly known as “Mary Lou's Mass" when Alvin 
Ailey choreographed a work to the score in 1971. Ms. Williams performed 
her Mass at St. Patrick’s Cathedral in New York City in 1975, becoming the 
first jazz musician in history to perform at the Cathedral.

The Bloomfield College Choir performs on campus, for civic events 
and in churches throughout the community and along the eastern 
seaboard. The choir has performed on NBC Television and was the 
first place winner in the Choral Competition held by ACDA at 
Rutgers University. 


Hilton Ruiz Quintet is led by Hilton Ruiz, pianist and composer. 
Well-trained in all areas, Mr. Ruiz studied classical piano as well as 
Latin, and received jazz guidance from Mary Lou Williams herself. 
While still in his teens, Mr. Ruiz played with major jazz figures such 
as Freddie Hubbard, Joe Henderson, Joe Newman and Frank Foster 
and has since evolved his own improvisational style of jazz fusion. 
Members of his quintet include Peter Brainen (saxophone), John 
Benitez (bass), Adam Cruz (drums) and Joe Gonzalez (percussion). 
Appearing with the quintet will be Laura Paparatto of Bloomfield, 
flautist, 1992 graduate of Bloomfield College and Hall of Fame hon- 
oree of the Bloomfield Civic Orchestra.

Return to the Source chronicles the history of the African American struggle for 
justice through "Freedom Songs" of the slavery and civil rights movements; cele- 
brates the love of God through spirituals and gospel; creates the feeling of the 
blues; and explores the rich sounds and legacies of jazz, all in a musical blend 
representative of the African American experience.
